BiiKLiN, June 24. — Emperor William, 
oscortud by a long procession of digni 
turiea, proceeded at noon to the court 
chapel. Among his attendaiitj) were tho 
Kings of Saxony and Bavaria, the (irand 
Dukes of Badon and Ue.sau, and Prince 
Henry and Prince Leopold, Court Cliap- 
laiii Koegel preached a discourse, and af- 
ter tho services at the chapel the party 
went to the White Hall where the '.reich- 
stag had assembled. At oiie o'clock 
Prince Bismarck unterud tho Whilo Hall 
at tho lieiul of the iiieiiibera of tliebundes- 
raLli. After greeting the members as- 
sembled there, tlie Chancellor withdrew 
to inform the Emperor that the reieh- 
sttig liad asauinblud. His Mujuaty en- 
tered attended- by his nobles and all the 
princes (if the Einpire. General Von 
Moltke walked diretly behind the Em- 
peror, bearings the ini])erial standard. 
The Empreaa and her ladies wore seated 
at the right of the throne. The 
young Crown Prince sat beaiile 
Ilia father. The Eiuiieror for- 
iinilly opened tho roiclistag. He 
ajioke in a clear hrin vuicu and was 
several times interrupted by cliouriiig. 
IT is speech waa as follows : 

"l greet you with deep sorrow in iny 
ho.-irt. 1 know that you mourn with me 
the sutleringa of my father and the nuiv- 
iii;.' fact that 1 have been called to tho 
throne but, three inonth.s after the doatli 
of my gr.uidfather, Emperor Williiini ex- 
orcise a like efl'ecb in tho hearts of all 
Germana. I have before iny eyes ex- 
aniplna of the jieaceful rule which the 
Emperor after bitter wars left to his suc- 
cesaora, to which Emperor Frederick's 
rule corresiiondod in so far as I'lO was not 
pi evented from executing his designs by 
illness or death. I have summoned you 
ill order to declare in your presence 
that as king and Emperor, 1 have 
resolved to pursue the path whereby my 
grandfather secured the confidence of his 
allies, lovo of tho Gorman people, and 
giiudwill abroad. Tho moat important 
duties of tho German Emperor lie within 
the ]>rovinco of assuring tho military and 
political safety of the empire abroad, and 
in watching over tho execution of In- 
perial lu'wa at home, lii the legislation 
of the Empire I will endeavor to proceed 
in the same spirit in wliich my grand- 
father began. Especially will I appropri- 
ate to myself in tlie full signiticance his 
message of November 17, 1881, and shall 
continue to strive in the aonae of that 
d'<eunient to seouru Imperial legislation 
that may a'fi'ord the working people the 
further protection which, in accordance 
with Christian morality, is needed by the 
weak and oppressed in their struggle for 
existence. 1 hope that in this way 
it may bo possible to reach the 
eiiualiiUktion of the present unhealthy 
social contrasts. 1 hold myself bound to 
oppose all efforts to undurinins public 
order. I am resolved to maintain peace 
with everyone so far as lies in my power. 
My position herein will never induce me 
to attempt to endanger for my country 
the benefit of peace, unless the necessity 
of war is forced upon us by an attempt 
upon the empire or upon one of our allies. 
Our army will assure us peace or if peace 
is broken it will enable us to fight to re- 
store it with honor, owing to the strength 
of the army, derived from the army laws 
which you have recently passed. To em- 
ploy the strength for offensive wars is far 
from niy heart. Our alliance with Aus- 
tria 1 shall hold fast to with German fidel- 
ity, because 1 see in it tho foundation 
of European etiuilibrium and because it is 
also a legacy of German history the sup- 
port of which public opinion of the whole 
German people sanctions. Similar histori- 
cal relaticms and natidnaUnia^inow bind 
us to Italy. Both countries^will inaintam 
the blessing fif peace and work out in 
the quiet aeourity of a new won unity the 
perfection uf national institutions and 
the promotion of their welfare. Our 
agreoinents with Austria and Italy permit 
nie to maintain a personal friendship 
with the Czar and to continue tlie 
friendly relations which have existed for a 
century with Ruasia, in conaonaiice with 
my feelings and with German in- 
turests. Trusting in God and in 
my peoiile's ability for their do- 
fence, I entertain the confidence that it 
will bo permitted us for an indefinite time 
to defend and assure by peaceful eflbrt 
what my two iirodecessors, who are now 
resting in CJod, won by arms." 

The Reichstag was opened hi rugular 
form at 3:20 p.m. by tho president. In 
his speech the president eulogized the 
late Emperor Frederick, and expressed 
grief at his death. He said that the 
nation would show its gratitude to him 
by fidelity to his son. The president and 
vice-president woro all re-elected, after 
which the house procoeded to draft a 
re|ily to the ajioech from the throne,

Mr. rolmiu lirat aildressed the audience 
ruferring to the various quealioiia dis- 
cussed at former meetings, and was well 
received and on taking his seat was 
greeted with hearty applause, 

Mr. Mellmoyl made frequent inis-atate- 
nienta in regard to tho policy of the pro- 
scut governnieiit, wliich were promptly 
corrected by Mr. 'I'lieo. Davie. After 
speaking at considerahlo length, he tock 
his seat amid slight applause. 

Mr. Thoo. Davie, Q. C, went into 
the vurloua questions which had been 
referred to, and clearly deliniated tlie 
wisdom of the present government in 
following the course it had pursued. He 
evidently convinced tho elector* preaent 
that Mr. Tohniu waa tho beat man for 
tliuiii to aund to the legislature as a rep- 
rusontative. L^nlike Mr. Mellmoyl he 
WHS supporting a well-defined policy, 
while Ilia opponent claimed to lie an in- 
dopeiideiit and yet ahuwod by hia ex- 
(iresaed opinions that ho was with tho op- 
position. Mr. Tohnio waa a young man, 
iiovn in Victoria district^ uiid tho son of a 
worthy sire, and tho fact that ho was not 
u.\purieiioud in politios was no reason why 
hu should not receive their support. He 
urged them to return him at the head uf 
the poll, and thus secure a msn who 
would be in a position to work in har- 
mony with Mr. Anderson '\y\ looking after 
the intureats of thu district. On taking 
his seat Mr. Davie was loudly applauded.

Goschen, Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer, replied to Mr. 
Morley. He said the (lovernmuiib wore 
conscious that tlieir just administration 
of tho Coeicion Act would meet the full 
approral of all law-ahiders, and that f hey 
were ready to meet the motion of 
coiisuro ill every respect. Tliu debate 
was further.iprolunged by Shaw Lefebvre, 
who defendeidDilloii and;/ called his iin- 
priaonmoiit shameful.

CmcAoo, Juno 24. — The convention 
was called to order at three minutes after 
11 this morning. Prayer was oH'erud by 
Rev. Arthur Edwards, of Chicago. A 
resolution to the effect that no candidate 
should be voted for who has not been, 
regularly placed in the noniiiiatioii was 
ruled out of order. 

Mr. Boutelle, of Maine, then read the 
following dispatches from ftlr. Blaine, the 
first being received last night and the 
second this morning "Earnestly request 
all friends to respect my Paris letter. I 
think I have the right to ask my friends 
to reapoct my wishes and refrain from 
voting for me. Please make this and 
former dispatches public. — (Signed) Ja.s. 
G. Blaink." 

After some ap|dau*e and confusion 
caused by reading the dispatches, the 
conrention proceeded to the 6th ballot. 
New York cast a solid vote for Uarriauii.

sippi, all of whom made speeches assur- 
ing the convention of the hearty support 
of their states to Harrison. 

THK VICE-PEESIDENCY. 

The call of states was then ordered fur 
the names uf candidates for vice-presi- 
dent. Dennis, of Kentucky, placed W. 
0. Bradley of that state, in noiniiiHtioii, 
claiming he could carry North Carolina, 
Tennessee, WjMb?>yiirgiiiitf,'? and make 
Virginia still niore doubtfuU Mr. Griggs, 
of New Jersey, presented the name of 
Will. Walter Phelps, after which recess 
was taken until o'clock, 

Mr. Griggs contonded that Phelps' 
nomination was necessary in order tu en- 
sure, the New Jersey electoral vote. 
General Gibson of Ohio, Patrick Egan of 
Nebraska, Col. DoUiver of Iowa. Rosen- 
thal of Texas, Mr. Fuller of North Caro- 
lina, and Boutelle of Maine, also made 
addresses favoring Phel(»» for vice-presi- 
dent. 

Senator Warner Miller then in a vigor- 
ous address brought out with great en- 
thusiasm by putting in the nomination 
name of Levi P. Morton, of New York. 
Miller claimed that the battle of the cam- 
paign was to be fought over in New York 
State and he appealed to the convention 
to listen to the voice of New York in this 
matter. Gage, of California, Governor 
Foster, uf Ohio, Hailowell, of Kansas, 
Hastings, of Tennessee, Oliver, of South . 
Carolina, Harsh, of Illinois, Gen. OhaL 
men, of Michigan, and Trent, of Dela- 
ware, all spoke in praise of Morton and 
advocated his nomination. 

The name of Win. R, Moore of Ton- 
neaee, was pub in nomination by >S, A. 
McElniee (colored), of Teimeaee, but Mr. 
Moure immediately withdrew his name 
from the contest. 

Bradley moved that the nominatii.>ii of 
Levi P. Morton be made ununiinoualy. 
General Sewell seconded the motion, and 
the nomination of Levi P. Morton was 
formally made unanimous. It waa de- 
cided to appoint a committee of one from 
each state to notify the nominees of their 
selection, chsiriiiaii Esto to be chairman. 

The National Committee was instructed 
in their call four yean lieiice to include 
two delegates from the territory uf 
Alaska.

LIBDTBNANT-GOVBBNOB BOYAL. 

The appointmant of Mr. JoMph Royal, 
M.P., for Provenoher, to (he Lieutouant- 
Qovemonhip of the Northweat Territor- 
ie>, announced in The Coikjmist on Sun- 
day morning, has fur aunie time been aii- 
tioipated. Mr. Koynl's ii a familiar fig- 
ure in Victoria, His last visit here was 
with Sir Adolphe Caron last year, when 
he was preauut at the banquet given to the 
Minister of Militia at the Driard House. 
Lieut. -Governor Royal, who is now sum- 
mering at Vaudreuil, is a well-preserved 
gentleman of 61 years, waa educated at 
the Jesuits' College, Montreal, and called 
to the Bar of Lower Canada in 1864, and 
to that of Manitoba in 1871. As an 
advocate he has been retained in many 
important cases, the most notable of 
which were those of the Queen iiersnx 
Ambruiue Lepine, and the Queen tiersnn 
Naud, tried at the Manitolw Criminal 
Assizes in October 1874, for the execution 
of j^ThoiQM. ;Soott, under the Provisional 
Qoreniment of Louis Riel, and in which 
he was associated with Hon. J. A. Chap- 
leau,.Q.C,, as counsel for (he defence. 
He retired from prnotice in 1880. He 
has been a prominent writer on tho 
Freiioli Canaaiiiu newspaper and periodi- 
cal press for a lenjjthenod period. Ho 
edited tlio Montreal Mine.rve from 1867 
to JS5'J, wliou he cstjibli.ihod L'Ordre, 
wliicli Iio conducted until 18G0. He was 
tlie li)under of Lii Jievm Canmlienne in 
18(i4, to which he contributed at ditl'er- 
ent puriuda many valuable and interest- 
ing papula. In 1867 ' he ^founded, with 
others, Lt Noveau Monde (Montreal),' of 
which he becan-.n chief editor. In 18V 1, 
shortly after liis removal to Manitoba, lie 
eslalilidhud Le Metis, which he ceded in 
1882 to Hon. Mr. La Riviere, who clianged 
the name to that of Le Manituba. He 
is author of Vie toUiiq\(e ile Sir Louis 
K. Lafoataiue (1304) and many 
otiioi- iiiipintaiit contributions to French 
Cmuidiau literature. He took an 
active part in organizing the Papal 
Zouaves who were sent to the assistance 
of the Holy Father in 1868. He was 
elected First Vice-Chancellor of the Uni- 
versity of Manitoba in 1877, and has been 
re-elected every year since. ■ In May, 
1877, he was appointed a Commissioner 
for the consrjlidation uf the 
Statutes of the Province, together 
with the late Chief Justice Woods. He 
was eloctod Speaker for the iirst Legisla- 
tive Assembly of Manitoba in 1871, an 
otlico lie vacated in March, 1872, on l)eiNg 
appointed . a member the of Executive 
Count-'il and Provincial Secretary of the pro- 
vinee. He resigned, with the Odvernment 
on July 8th, 1874. On December 3rd, of 
the same year, he whs reappointed to the 
Cabinet with the offices of Provincial Sec 
retary and Minister of Public Works. In 
1876 he resigned the ofbco of Public 
Works and accepted that of Attorney 
General, which he held until the resigna- 
tion of the Oovernment, whou he was of- 
fered and accepted the portfolio of Minis- 
tor of Public Works in the now adminis- 
tration in 1878. Early in 1878, a ditfer- 
ence of opinion having arisen between the 
Premier and Mr. Royal, the lattor re- 
signed. He waa appointed » member of 
the Executive Council for (he Northwest 
Territories in 1873. He was the first 
Superintendent of Education, appointed 
in 1871, for Manitoba, and an such ex- 
erted himself in having the law explained 
and carried out in every local- 
ity. He resigned in March, 
1872, un his -appoiiitineut to otlico. 
He obtainud the coiiuiiaud uf a cavalry 
troop, com[)(ised of iiiktives, at the time of 
the Feiiirtii raid in October, 1871, and was 
detailed on an important scouting expe- 
dition in the southwest of the province. 
He discharged the administrative duties 
of Attorney-General from December, 
1874 until 1878, and personally su])qi'- 
vised the importimt legislation of 1870-7(>, 
introduced by. the Davis-Royal (iovorii- 
nieiit, which included the County Muni- 
cipidiliea Act, the Administration of Jus- 
tice Act, the Electoral Law, the Act re- 
specting trial <if Controverted Elections, 
and tlie Act for the ab(ditioii of the Le- 
gislative Council flii is alHo the autlior 
of the School Ljiw, 1871; of the system of 
registration of deedu, and of the mode of 
establishing and collecting vital statistics. 
He has been a delegate, to Ottawa on sev- 
eral occasions on the subject of ''Better 
Terms," and the enlargement of the 
boundaries of Manitoba. In October, 
1875, he was successful, with Mr. Davis, 
1n securing a reudjustnient of the linancial 
ariaiif^omeiits of Mauitolwi with the D(j- 
iiiiiiioii. Ho iccuivi'd the Coiifudoratioii 
nicdairroia llui Doiniiiioii (ioveriiment in 
October, J 885. Ho was first returned to 
the Legislative A'jseiiibly of Manitoba for 
St. Francois Xavier West by; aoclaipation 
in December, 1870, . on the ■ erection of 
Manitoba into a province of the Domin- 
ion. Ho was re-elected by acclamation 
at the general election of 1876, and 
again at the general election of 1878. He 
WHS eleclud for his present seat on theap- 
pointiiiont of Mr. Dubiic, the sitting 
niembor, lis I'liisiio .lodge of tlie Court of 
Queen's Bench of iManitobii, in December, 
187'), and re-uluctod l)y Hcclaniatioii at the 
geiioinl eluction of 188li. lie was agniii 
re elected at the gonoial election of 1887. 
No better selection could have been 
made by Sir John Macdonald. The now 
governor has always been true to the. 
Liboral-Consorvative i»rty,. is a model 
gentleman, recogniz-od by his friends as b 
jolly good fellow, and withal a man of 
good ability and in courtesy and kindli- 
neM a typical Fijendhinan. |3riti8h Col- 



umbia WArmly congratuktot him ou 
•leTatioH -to the hiKh position Which he 
haa' attained and, looking back over his 
long political record, can only believe 
that hia administration will be marked by 
intelligence and honesty. The journal- 
istic fraternity see in him one w ho is not 
"of a vulgar turn of mind," but a shining 
example of the poaaibilities, in store for 
eveiy honorable man who directs his 
energiea towards the cause of hia coun- 
tiy. The able editor will do credit to the

MB. MelLMUYL'S "EXCESSIVE TAX- 
ATION." 

At the liist meeting addressed by the 
candidatos for the House in Victoria dis- 
trict Mr. vHoIlinoyl is , reported to have 
complained of u'ver-taxation. After draw- 
ing a dismal word-picture of the miseries 
that flow from onerous government iin- 
pmsts, he wildly proclaimed that he knew 
of whole districts where the land lies 
waste because of excessive taxation. Mr. 
Mcllmoyl in private is not noted for 
pulling the long-bow. He is not given to 
exaggeration or extravagant hyperbole 
when conversing with friends. When in 
the legislature he was one of the most re- 
spectable members of the Silent Brigade, 
an organization of- meinbei's who, like the 
sailor's parrot, while not given to talking, 
were beggars to (hink. - Stoyenson' in hia 
weird story of Dr. Jekyll and Mr.'Hyde 
converts a harmless old man, noted for 
his virtue and piety, into a tieiid, 
the change being wrought by potent 
drugs. Politics have sadly marred 
Mr. Mcllmoyl. lie has drunk deeply 
at the "filthy pool" itiul l)elinUl tiie trans- 
formation ! The man is everything tlmt 
could be desired in private life but the 
instant he mounts the stand he indulges 
in outrageous flights of fancy and wnlluws 
in exuberant misrepresontatitin. What 
could be nidio inconipatiblo with the 
facts than the stateniunt that he knows 
of whole suctions that lie waste because 
of excessive taxation ? Will ho put his 
finger on the map and indicate 
a district, a section, a locality, 
a farm, a field, u town lot, whose im- 
provement is made impos.sible because of 
heavy taxation ? From Saanich penin- 
sula to Cariboo we defy, Mm, to. produce a 
single instance of over- valuation or over- 
taxation for provincial purposes. Will he 
make an effort; or is ho content to make 
the bold assertion and then let it rest 
without an attempt at justification V Sure- 
ly, he should have been armed with facta 
and figures to establish the truth of his 
statements before ho launched it on the 
sea of public opinion. How fares 
it with Mr. Mcllmoyl himself '/ Huw 
rests (he burthen of taxation on his 
shoulders 7 He is a farmer and owns a 
valuable tract of land in the most fertile 
district of the province. Did ho speak 
from personal experience ? Has he al- 
lowed his land to sink into a condition of 
waste because of the excessive demands of 
the government ? Recent visitors to 
Saanich report that the Opposition candi- 
date's farm is in a high state of cultiva- 
tion. That his growing crops, live stock, 
implements and buildings are in as good a 
condition as those of Mr. Tolinie. It is plain 
to be seen, then, that although Mr. Mc- 
llmoyl groans beneath the weight of ex- 
cessive taxation he, does not allow his 
land to become waste. He manages to 
rub along in spito of the annual visit of 
the taxgatherer, and sets his neighbora an 
examplo| of thrift and successful en- 
deavor under a staggering load of exac- 
tion for the support of the provuicial 
government.

You would not dispose of it 
for a figure many thousand dollars 
in excess of that. The Uix on 
your property is 818 per annum and 
your provincial revenue tax is $13. Thore- 
t'ore you contribute to the govennnent 
oHcIi year (121. Do you deem that exces- 
sive? And Imve you ever figured out 
what you receive in return for your con- 
tribution to the public chest ? You have 
five children who attend the public sohopl 
—to your credit be it ^said. . It costs the 
governtncnt something ' like $30' to edu- 
cate a child at North Saahioh, soi (Katyou 
are getting Ixick every year over and 
above what you j)ay into tiiu treasury 
JllliO. We do not take into consideration 
the cost of the roads near by and leading 
to your farm which you had made when 
you sat for the district from 1878 to 1882, 
but it strikes us pretty forcibly, Mr. Me 
Ilmoyl, thai- you ought to be the last man 
to talk of excessive taxation or to grumble 
because the government have placed the 
butxien of supporting the high schools 
on the cities as some recompense for the 
scandalous action of the government you 
supported in releasing the cities from tax- 
ation and ]dacing it on the country 
districts. •
